than two or three days, The reports of tho 
fatality of the di-ease bave ben very muck 
exaggerated. Partivularly does this remark 
apply to the alarming reports of the recent 
death rete in Paris, In fact there is no dis 
ease with such a wide prevalence which hag 
such @ comparatively low mortality. The 
after effects of the epidemic will doubtless 
Le marked by feelings of prostration mure or 
less continued and a jowering of the health 
tone, The previously robust will quickly 
rally, while the feebie will require stimulants 
and tonics for variable periods, The couta- 
flouspess of the malaiy has not declared it- 
self.
